foaming at the mouth, after eating a quantity 
of peaches, the Englishman to whom the peach 
orchard belonged forthwith preceded to analyze 
the fruit. To his honor, the juice was found to 
contain a considerable ptoporlion of poisonous 
vn us, a discovery which naturally led to a close 
examination of thc tree from which the fruit 
had been gathered. After inspecting the lca\ es, 
the branches, even the baik, with no scientific 
results, one of tlie examining party suggested 
that the toots should be uncovered. Tins being 
done, the origin of the poison at once came to 
light. Being anxious to eniich the soil of the 
orchaid, the gardeners had buried dead dogs 
under many of thc trees, including the one of 
which the deadly peaches hatl grown. Under 
its roots lay the carcass of a dofiinct pariah, 
pioved by appeaiances to have died of hydropho- 
bia. After this discoveiy there could be no 
doubt abotit the source from which tlie fruit 
derived its poisonous qualities. Tlie virus of 
hydrophobia had first impregnated the soil, 
next the sap of the tree, and subsequently 
transmitted itself to the fruit. Yet the poison 
appears to have lost some of its power in tian- 
slt. since it is related that the three patients 
" were successfully trealed and all recov- 
ered."—From the iwfaioio Correspondence of 
the Indian Daily New*.

On Saturday morning wc^visited tlie tunnel 


of the Easton & Amboy Railroad, which passes 
lirongh the mountain between Bethlehem and 
I'attenburg. The tunnel is about one mile 
ong, having taken three years to pierce througl 
.he mountain, by working night and day. It 
las a double track, and is now the most direct 
•onte fiom Easton to Now York. On the 
Bethlehem side it is arclied some three or four 
mndreil yards, as the soil is loose and yicld- 
ng, while the Patleuburg side enters into solid 
rock, and has but a small arch at the mouth. 
We stood in the mouth of the tunnel, and as 
he day was a beautiful one we cnuld discern 
he other end, and to our vision it appeared 
ike the moon at full.
